THE statesman who votes for and ad- 


vocates the interests of American capi- 
tal and American labor against the 
world will never be feasted in England 
aa a benefactor of that nation. 


THE Democratic party is again in full 


control of the national government, and 
at the end of its first year's administra- 
tion we have a deficit of $69,803,280 and 
an increase in the public debt of 150,- 
000,000. 


In 1891 there was a crop of $600,000,- 


000 bushels of wheat and the price was 
83 cents a bushel. In 1893, with a crop 
of only 400,000,000 busnels, it averaged 
62 cento. These figures illustrate in a 
nutshell the fruits of Democracy. 


PRIOR to the enactment of the Gor- 


man tariff bill there were 6,000,000 
pounds of Sumatra wrappers in bond in 
New York anticipating a reduction in 
duty. Importers are "in" $3,000,000 and 
Uncle Sam "out" $3,000,000 by the re- 
duction to the new rate. 


IT may be creditable, as a devotion to 


a delusion, to be willing to endure the 
distress that will logically be continued 
so long as the Democrats are in power, 
for the sake Jot voting tne Democratic 
ticket, but as a business proposition it 
is mighty poor economy. 


IN the middle section of the country 


there was a falling off in 1893 of *0 per 
cent in the number of persons employed, 
of 49 per cent in the wages which they 
earned, and 54 per cent in the output.

In 1869 the 
interest charge was $332 per capita of 
our population; in 1882 it was 35 cents, 
a decrease of $257 for every individual 
in the country under uninterrupted pro- 
tection.

ABOUT THE 
BARBERRY. 


A Fruit that Ii Not Particularly Kellihed 


by th* Blrdt. 


The agreeable tartness of the bar- 


berry fruit, which makes it so gener- 
ally and so highly esteemed, is due to 
;he presence of malic acid, a substance 
tound also in the foliage. Besides being 
made into preserves and jellies, the 
ripe fruit is candied or may be dried 
tike raisins. While yet green the ber- 
ries are sometimes pickled as a substi- 
tute for capers. Barberry preserve is, 
moreover, often used as the basis of a 
refreshing summer drink—a sort ol 
"barberryade." Finally, it is reported 
that in our western states the fruit of 
Kerberis aquifolium and certain other 
native species is made to yield upon 
fei 'nentation an agreeable wine. 


Lut for all their attractiveness to 


ns, the berries seem to be less in favor 
with birds than are many fruits which 
we care nothing for. So long as the 
more succulent or less acid fruits are 
to be obtained, birds visit the bar- 
berry but little. When, winter comes, 
however, they are glad enough to profit 
by the barberry's offer of something to 
eat, and the bright scarlet clusters do 
not dangle in vain. 


Kerner fed certain thrushes with 


barberries.and found that the resistant 
weds not only 
passed 
unharmed 


through the digestive tract, but their' 
power of germination was improved, 
is shown by comparing them with 
seeds which had not been eaten. Add 
this advantage the long distances 
which birds are likely to carry the 
seeds they eat, and the likelihood of 
cheir depositing them in most favora- 
ble situations, and it will at once be 
apparent how much superior to other 
methods in this mode of dissemination. 
—F. L. Sargent, in Popular Science 
Monthly.

Its length is fourteen thousand feet, 


or yery nearly three miles, and the 
breadth somewhat less. The form oi 
the crater internally is peculiar, u 
one were to dig a little hole in the 
ground, roughly oral in shape, say 
three yards by two, and a foot u> depth, 
then into the middle of this hole sink 
a large flower pot tUl the rim was level 
with the bottom of the excavation— 
Bomething like the shape of the crater 
of *ilaue» would be obtained. When 
the crater is, so to speak, empty—that 
is, during the collapse that follows a 
great eruption—the height of the ver- 
tical exterior walls of the crater is 
something like six hundred feet. 


At this depth there is a more or less 


level platform, called the Black Ledge, 
all round the central pit, which pit is 
in its turn still from four hundred to 
six hundred feet deeper. The great ex- 
tent of the area covered by the crater, 
and the height of the surrounding 
walls above the bottom of it, afford 
excellent facilities for observation. Al- 
though the crater is so large, its level 
above the sen is not much over lour 
thousand feet, or similar to that of Ve- 
suvius. Even when the crater is ready 
for an eruption, it is safe to stand on

Drawers and undershirts for 
the men are made of eleven-ounce and 
seven-ounce blue flannel. The seam- 
stress is paid fifteen cents for each. 
The maker is paid sixty-six cents apiece 
for cloth trousers and fifty cents for 
working trousers. Overshirts of heavy 
and lightweight flaunel pay sixty-five 
cents apiece. Jumpers are made of 
white drilling at fifty cents each. 


Some of these women have been m 


the employ of the navy yard from fif- 
teen to twenty years. The older em- 
ployes are best paid, and make rarely 
less than twelve dollars a week. 


The garments are for the enlisted 


men only, as the officer supplies his 
own wardrobe. The uniforms are issued 
at the navy yard by the quartermaster.
